Reasons of Allowance 

The Status of Claims 
Claims 1-9,1 1-16 are pending. 
Claims 1-9, 11-16 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The rejection of Claims 1-9, and 11-16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Sunley et al (Catalysis Today 58 (2000) 293- 
307)has been withdrawn due to applicants' convincing arguments; the 
prior art does not teach that the reaction is carried out in the presence of 
the Ru/Os/Re and In/Cd/Hg/Ga/Zn at the same time with a Ru: Ir molar 
ratio of greater than 2:1; furthermore, there is no motivation to modify the 
limitations of the prior art to arrive at the claimed invention. Therefore, 
the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person with an 
ordinary skill in the art.
